A woman with a child haa been dia- 
oovered at Pompeii in a narrow atreet 
twelve feet aboro Hbm level ot the an- 
ciant pavementk It la well<Jcnown Oat 
the oataatrophe of 79 A. D. commenced 
with a thick ahower of small pumice 
stones, by which the atreeta of Pompeii 
were covered np to the roofa of the 
houses. Stonea were aooceeded by ashea, 
which became solid owing to the action 
of snccessive showers of boiling water ; 
and these n.shcs now form the top layer 
of tho materials which cover the ruins 
of Pompeii. Most of tho unhappy be- 
ings who remained in the houses after 
the eruption first reacheil the town made 
their e.«cape through the windows, bnt 
the greater part of these fugitives could 
have taken but few steps, and must have 
bean quickly suflocate-U by the poisonous 
fumea. With one arm the woman whose 
skeleton has now been found waa clasp- 
ing the lagaof the child, whose body 
ahowa eontraotion in the arms and legs, 
and a genial emaoiation, which lead na 
to snppoae that tiie child must have been 
very uL It waa a little boy abont ten 
years of age.

Deep Ts. hhalluw I'loniug. 
There seems to be quite a difference 
of opinion in regard to the depth to plow 
for the sncoessful growing of crops. 
Some farmers advf>cate deep, while 
others, quite as positive, claim that shal- 
low j do wing is much the best. My ex- 
perience and observatitm in plowing is 
that some soils will admit of deeper idow- 
ingtlian others. For instance, light, 
san.iy soils will a<lmit of deeper plow- 
ing than stiff clay soils, or those that 
have heavy clay subsoils. Subsoiling 
for sueh lands pt>rhaps is lietter than 
too deei) plowing. I think that all soils 
ate Inme tiled by deep ])lowiug occa- 
sionally ; and I thiuk deep plowing 
ought to bo done always in tno fall, so 
that the uew soil eau have the l>€nelit 
and iufluenco of tho sun, air aud frost to 
better lit it for a crop. Wo should 
be a little careful alK>ut turning up too 
much of tho new soil at a time, for some 
anbeoila require certain elenioiits fomako 
thorn productive that <»n onh- bo sup- 
plied by some system of maunriug. I 
find by deep plowing in the fall, aud 
then by a top dressing of tine 
manure, fits most any kiml of soil well 
for a term of years, if followetl ly a ju- 
dicioaa rotation of crops. If I draw 
manure to a piece cA land in the fall, 
winter or apnng and plow it under I 
generally plow a little shallow, so as not 
to get the manure too deep in the groumh 
If I am plowing tat amoll grain in the 
fall I genentlly plow a good depth; if I 
am plowing for small grain in the spring 
I do not plow so deep. A farmer mnat 
study the niMknre of his land, and exg«A- 
aient a little and watch closely tha re- 
salte, and by that method he can soon 
learn what ia beet for his land. Theatiil 
differs very miieh aometimea in tha same 
locality; seasons vary, dronghto and 
heavy rains occur, cultivatitm and iectil- 
isexa— all have a powerfnl influenoe on 
the productivene.sss (;f tho growing crop, 
as well as deep or i^hallow plowing. So 
we see that iu drawing our conclusions it 
is not always tho deptli of plowing alone 
that produces our light or heavy croi)a. 
I think a crop of clover haa a good influ- 
ence on the lightening and loosening of 
some subsoils, and on stiff, heavy clay 
land it sometimes has a better oflfoct than 
dt^p plowuig. Clover, I think, ia a good 
and cheap aud very effectual way of ren- 
ovating ohl, heavy land. — Allen E. 
Smith, M Hetwyeovmty, TU., in Farm- 
ers' .Review.

Longfellow's incfstry. 

A writer in a weekly contemporsxy 
gives an interegting ai d valuable account 
of the ancestry of Henry Watlsworth 
liongfellow. According to thia writer, 
the great-grandfather of the poet, 
Stephen LKjngfellow, was a native o» 
Newbury, Massachusetts. The grand- 
gather of Stephen Ijongfellow was born 
m New Hampahire County, England, 
about the year 1651. He eame in early 
life to Newbury, where he married Anns 
Kewall, a sister of Oiief Justice SewsU. 
He was drowned in th e Oulf of St. Iiaw- 
rmioe during Sir WiUiam Phipps' expedi- 
dition to Qnebee in 1690, Of his six 
children, one waa the fattier of Stephen 
Longfellow, who went to Portland in 
1745 — an event ehronieled in Parson 
Smith's JownaL He beeame a black- 
smith, and married Abigail Thompson in 
171-1. His son Stephen waa bom in 
1723. The latter was sent to Harvard 
College, where he was gra<luatcd. The 
young collegian opened a school in Port- 
land, after having served as a pedagogue 
iu Yi tk. Hi! held a gcxxl and honorable 
position in town dnring his life, became 
tlic father of three sons, and died at a 
ripe age. Only one of his bous, aiiotlier 
Htei>hen, had children, and the eldest of 
these was likewise called Stephen. This 
new Ktephen made his home in Gorham 
<iiiring his i>eact;ful career, married Pa- 
tience Young, and produced another 
Stephen. "'ro tho close of his life," 
says the writer, who haa gathered all the 
details of the liOngfellow pedigree, " he 
wore the old style drees — short clothes, 
a long waistcoat, and white top boota. 
He w as a man of sterling qualities of 
mind hikI heart, great integrity, and 
sound common sense." The last 
Stephen waa the Father of Henij Wads- 
worth Ijonpfellow. He Piit<>rei1 Harvard 
College iu 17',>4, ami wus a favor. t>- m bis 
class. He was an earnest student and 
left the college with a full share of 
honors. After grtMbiating he entered 
the law otl'K-e' of S.-vlmon C-liase, an uncle 
of Chief .Justice Chase, and w as admitb d
